It was the first book devoted to Abyssinia, and by virtue of its 
intrinsic importance, it still ranks foremost in the literature of the subject. 

The folia- 
tion extends to leaf 130 which is marked 136 in consequence of a blunder by which the 
numeration was skipped between 14 and 23. ‘Thus the first two leaves are not 
numbered, leaves 3-16 were numbered 1-14, leaves 17-130 are numbered 23-136, and 
leaves 131-136 are not numbered. 

Alvarez accompanied a Portuguese embassy sent from India to Abyssinia in 
1520-27.

It may have been Bellero himself, who signs the 
dedication. He published the book, but was not the actual printer, as we see that the 
licence was given to Plantin. There is some matter in this translation which is not in 
the original. For instance the text is preceded by a Discowrs sur la Premiere et 
Seconde Lettre de Andre Corsal, Lettre de la Royne Helene, Voyage d’Andre Corsal, 
Preface de Ramusio, and at the end we find annexed Lettres du serenissime David Roy 
d’Ethiopie. There are also six woodcut plans of Temples.

After the completion of this book and the circulation of some portion of the 
edition, it was thought expedient by some one to add to it a reprint of the author’s 
diplomatic mission to Cairo in 1505, and accordingly this piece in 16 leaves was 
appended to such of the copies as still remained in the publisher’s hands. It does 
uh however properly belong to the book, which is complete in its genuine form as 
above.

“Kx mearum decadi libellis in uulgus emissis colligere licet, Pater sancte. . ”? Adam 
Petri ought to have seen that this was dedicated to the Pope, and was only the con- 
tinuation of a book; but it does not seem to have struck him. How the transcript 
came into his hands we are unable to form an idea; but here is the fourth Decade in 
its first published state, nine years earlier than the author’s own edition.

Only 5 copies were printed of this typographical forgery. The intention was 
evidently to reproduce exactly the Ambrosian 4to., but the forgers were unable in several 
instances to make the text run line for line.

EXTREMELY RARE First Epirion. It is a book of grand and sumptuous 
appearance, printed in very large Gothic type with 32 lines to the page. This work 
revolutionised the science of Navigation, and was the first to point out the deflection 
of the needle. The date at which it was written appears in some of the passages of 
the earlier part of the book as 1545, but a few years probably elapsed before the 
author could finish it and get it ready for the press. 

The instructions for map-making are not the least interesting part of the text, 
and would be found useful by many persons who are unable to understand the 
principle of the wind-roses and rhumb-lines which cover the surface of old 
hydrographic charts.

The date—29 August 1507—shows that this is the second issue 
(the first having appeared on April 25) of the famous book which 
invented the word ‘‘ America” and stamped it on the New World for 
all time. The Gymnasium of St. Dié was a collegiate institution, 
which started a press for itself in 1507. The combination of letters 
in the mark above mentioned, represent: S.D., St. Die; GL, 
Gauthier Lud; M 1], Martinus Ilacomilus (Hylacomylus = Waltze- 
miiller). These two men, and Nicolas Lud (N L), were members of 
the Gymnasium. Hylacomylus was the author of the above book, 
and he added to it the four Voyages of Vespucci, translated into Latin 
from a French version of the Italian original. 

On the back of the globe, which has been called a Mappemonde, 
there is a statement in 15 lines}on the subject of the proposed 
terrestrial globe and flat world-map which it was intended to 
produce. 


On the reverse of leaf Biii it is said that the greatest part of the 
still unknown land lately discovered by Americus Vespucius ts inhabit- 
able. On the obverse of Ci, the fourth part of the world, which since 
Americus discovered zt, may be called Amerige (as it were the land of 
Americus) or America, is tn the siath climate. 

On the back of C 5 we find it said: Now however those parts are 
more widely investigated, and another quarter has been discovered by 
Americus Vespucius (as will be heard in the sequel) and I do not see how 
any one can lawfully forbid that it should be named, after its sagacious 
and ingenious discoverer, Amerige (as wt were Americo’s land) or 
America. In the verses of Ringmann (Philesius) on the back of the 
second A 1, the geographical name Amerige is added by the side of the 
lines referring to Spanish and Portuguese discovery.

It was the second publication in the 
Spanish language on the subject of the Indies, the first being the letter of Columbus 
which is now in the Lenox Jibrary.

This rare and celebrated volume was the precursor of all the Col- 
lections cf Voyages. 

According to Mr. Harrisse, the copies in American lracaee are all 
of the second issue,—that is of the issue which contains 143 chapters ; 
which omits the specification of privilege for ten years in the colophon ; 
and which only came out in 1508, notwithstanding its retention of 1507 
in the imprint. 

The above has 142 chapters, likewise the prohibition against re- 
printers,—and is consequently the first edition of the book. 

The best proof that copies with 143 chapters came out in 1508 at

The text of Cabral’s voyage, whoever its author was—perhaps Vaz 
de Caminha—was printed here for the first time, and differs toto celo

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which was printed in 1505 at Rome, and which Mr. Harrisse con- 
founds it with. It occupies no less than 40 pp. of the Paesi (chapters 
63-78) being the greater part of Libro IJ.—The other contents of the

It is of excessive rarity ; as may be imagined from the fact that [ have never. had a 
copy except this one; and that Harrisse was unable to specify more than two copies, in 
one of which the title was a facsimile. Moreover, he describes the book as consisting 
of 79 unnumbered leaves. The copies he saw wanted probably the four preliminary 
leaves, although in one of them a facsimile title was inserted, which was a great draw- 
back, as one of the chief merits of the book is its fine woodcut on the title. 

Inserted in the beginning of the volume is an original Passport or Licence on a 
strip of vellum, written and signed by “ Antonius Vespuccius Cancell’ Exu’act’”’ ;

This little collection of Voyages—the first book published by Richard Hakluyt— 
was expanded seven years later into a thick folio volume, and the result was to make 
it so rare that only two perfect copies are now in existence (both in the British 
Museum); and only four which are not perfect. Of these four, the Bodleian copy has 
only Lok’s map, the two in America and this one have neither map (they are supplied 
here in facsimile). Another copy which was in existence a year ago and which had 
only one map in facsimile, has since been destroyed by fire.

In the issue of 1599, it was 
not intended to appear and all mention of it is omitted from the title. It was there- 
fore absent from the genuine issue of 1599, but on the other hand some few copies of 
the later issue were in the publisher’s hands long enough to receive Wright’s celebrated 
map, usually attributed to Emeric Mollineux.—A copy of Hakluyt’s voyages with that 
map is one of the rarest treasures of old geographical literature. :

This is one of the rareSupplements to Hakluyt’s collection of Voyages which are 
so difficult to find in good and perfect copies. There is none in Mr. Huth’s library,. 
and Mr. Hazlitt was unable to describe any copy outside of the British Museum.

James, a Bristol man of Welsh origin, started in May 1631, and returned in 
September 1632, having met Luke Foxe somewhere in Button’s Bay. His record is 
full of hardships and perils, and is said to have supplied Coleridge with some of the 
machinery of his Ancient Mariner. As a good Welshman, James named the region 
south of Hudson’s Bay New South Wales, while Foxe who was from Hull called 
it New Yorkshire (—see ante North West Fox). 

James’s Voyage has heen reprinted with Foxe’s by the Hakluyt Society.

EXTREMELY RARE. It seems to be THE FIRST PRINTED COLLECTION OF JESUIT 
Renations. One might imagine that the same letters had been printed first at 
Coimbra in Portuguese, but the preface does not allow of such an hypothesis. The 
dedication is to the Duque de Cesa by Juan de Cordova, Abbat of Rute and Dean 
of Cordova, who says he had recently: made the acquaintance of some Jesuits, brought 
to Cordova to found an institution there, and that though he had been prepossessed 
against them, they overcame his dislike. He now, therefore, wished to make the world 
acquainted with their goodness by printing some of the letters which had arrived 
from the East. The first Carta is from Master Francis (Xavier), recounting, in 23 pp. 
his work in Japan from 1549, and is dated from Couchin, whither he had returned

No reasonable person will deny that this 
lake represents the Nyanza, which on Stieler’s map is crossed by the Equator at 
48—54 W. Lon.—About six degrees West and by North of that lake is another, 
3 degrees N. Lat. of long and narrow shape, which is surely the Unyoro (Nyassa) 
placed by Stieler at 46 W. Long. by 3 N. Lat.—Below the first lake and a little 
westwards, at 57 W. Lon. by 11S. Lat. is another large lake, surely the ‘Tanganyika 
(Stieler 45 W. Lon. by 5S. Lat.).—To the east of the first big lake is a small one, 
also connected with branches from the Nile, on the Equator at 70 degrees W. Lon. 
(This, from the difference of calculation of the first meridian ought to be equivalent to 
Stieler’s 60’), but it is on the Equator at 55 W. Lon. that we find he places it. 

To get the English longitude, we must deduct about 174 degrees from Stieler’s 
measurement, his first meridian counting from Cape Verde, and 27 degrees from 
Pigafetta’s measurement as he calculated from Terceira.

This noteworthy book was the first which corrected the extravagant notions pre- 
vailing in Europe concerning China, and furnished exact and useful information on the 
subject. The Portuguese Jesuit whose MS. was brought home by Couplet and given to 
the Sieur Bernou to translate and publish, knew more about China than any one else. 
He was born in 1609, went to Macao in 1636, from there to Hanchow, thence to Sze 
Chuen, and finally to Pekin. During his later years he enjoyed the favour of Khang 
Hi who caused him to be buried with signal honours when he died in 1677. ‘Thus he 
had been in China for thirty-two years at the time when he wrote this book.

Some people look upon the Rome edition as the first, some consider that the 
Cologne edition came before it. We are told in the Art de Vérifier les Dates that the 
year in Cologne in the earlier part of the sixteenth century, began for ecclesiastical 
purposes at Christmas ; but that the civil and “ court” practice was to begin it at 
Easter. Consequently the printer of the Imperial Secretary’s letter would have regarded 
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MAGELLAN’S VOYAGE, continwed :-— 


as “January 1523” the month which we should call January 1524. In that case the 
Rome edition would have preceded by two months the Cologne issue ; otherwise the 
Cologne edition must have preceded the Roman one by ten months. The existence of 
an edition printed ten months earlier in Cologne would render absurd the Pope’s man- 
date that no one should reprint anywhere else this particular book, or any other First 
Edition produced by Calvus. 

The Cologne edition has not only-the date of the writing, October 24th, 1522, 
which is omitted by Calvus, but is generally better punctuated and more correctly 
printed. It has, for instance, on its fourth page duo hi reges, which is better than the 
duo wi reges of the Roman; likewise puta Alezandri secti instead of puto. On the 
other hand, the allusion to the city of Mexico as Themistitan is better than the 
Tenostican of the Cologne book ; while the phrase auctor circa rerum fidem quam 
elegantiam sermonis accuratior is evidently an intentional but questionably beneficial 
change made by the Cologne editor for the elegantia@ of the Roman edition. A better 
change is from illuc to illinc, and venirent to venerint, a little lower down. It seems 
quite plain that the Cologne edition was revised by a scholar either from an independent 
transcript, or from Calvi’s edition ; while the Roman one was printed verbally from the 
transcript of the original sent to Calvi about November, 1522, by Francesco Cheregati, 
then Papal legate at Niirnberg. 

Notwithstanding all agreements to the contrary, however, the world will probably 
continue to believe in the priority of the Cologne edition.—There was no copy of either 
in Mr. Barlow’s collection : he had to content himself with the 1524 Roman reprint.

Although there are two copies here, this is a very rare book. It was evidently 
printed to serve as a continuation, or fourth part, of the Sumario (the Collection of 


Voyages published by the Da Sabbio brothers in 1534), but there are few copies of 
that work to which it has been annexed. 


It contains the two original accounts of Magellan’s Voyage ; namely, that of 
Maximilian of Transylvania (see above) and the short account which Pigafetta pub- 
lished from his own MS. journal of the voyage.—The preface, by an editor who 
possessed remarkable knowledge and ability, is a very interesting document. The 
accounts are both translated into Italian, the first from Latin, the second from French. 
This latter was afterwards inserted by Ramusio in his collection, and Amoretti (see 
post) supposed it to be a translation made by Kamusio. His error proves that he had 
never seen this Viaggio atorno al Mondo.

This book contains the proceedings of a momentous period in the history of 
the Church of New England. The heads of that Church began to drift apart from their 
fellow-Puritans in Old England because of the attachment of the latter to a formal 
liturgy ; and John Cotton and John Davenport took the side of the Libertines. 
In 1637, the Old Englanders framed the Nine Positions and requested from the New 
Englanders a specific statement on all the points. In 1639 came the Answer from 
Davenport, which evidently afforded no satisfaction to the Old Englanders, and 
John Ball (an able minister) was requested to write the Reply, which was sent in 1640, 
and is the last word in the controversy, so far as the whole proceedings were 
gathered here by Ash and Rathband at the request of the London Puritan clergy.

EXCESSIVELY RARE, and of considerable importance for the History of California. 
Some passages on p. 220 make it appear that the writer was identical with the Jesuit 
Jose Ortega, who published a Cora Dictionary at Mexico in 1732 ; but the prologue 
shows that he incorporated in a continuous narrative the reports of others besides 
himself. He laboured for thirty years in Lower California, and in the regions between 
the Colorado and the Gila rivers ; and on page 242 we learn that he had the use of the 
MS. papers of Eusebio Kino, in which ‘‘estan coordenados sus viajes, empressas, 
y descubrimientos.’” The author enlarges upon purely historical events and anthro- 
pological facts to a greater degree than most ecclesiastical writers.

That this volume once belonged to the English statesman Daniel Pulteney as evident 
from the fact that most of the papers are directed to him, and especially in one dated

with the French Conrt, regarding the islands of Santa Lucia and St. Vincent.—One of 
the documents is a Representation from the Board of Trade in 1700, pressing for the 
fortification of New York, Albany, Schenectady, etc. with curious matter relating to 
the Indians in alliance with France and those dependent on England.

A GREAT RARITY: the complete Greek text of the famous Alexandrian Geogra- 
pher, but without any maps. This text is marked on the first page as having been 
corrected and annotated (about 1320-25) by Nicephoras Gregoras, the Byzantine 
historian, and to him is probably due the substitution of leaves 61-101 (completing the 
book) for the original 61-74 (which. had left the book unfinished, and which are still 
preserved at the end of the MS.). To him also we may ascribe the insertion of 21 
blank leaves between leaf 80 and 81—this having been done probably for the purpose 
of getting maps to illustrate the book. 

The MS. is therefore of considerable interest from more than one point of view, 
and is in no degree inferior (but rather superior) to the codex of the same age which 
was published in facsimile by Didot.

Ruysch’s map was THE FIRST PRINTED DELINEATION OF THE NEw Wor Lp, and 
iS EXCESSIVELY RARE. It was also absolutely the first Map of the World, whether 
printed, or manuscript, in which the American side of the Atiantic made its 
appearance, 

The bookseller Tosino gives in his dedication on the back of the title a good 
aceount of the labours of the various editors, of whom Friar Marco Beneventano was 
the busiest. The book was got ready in 1507 with 33 maps. ‘I'wenty-seven of these 
were printed from the same plates as those in the Ptolemy of 1478-90 ; and six new 
cnes (of Scandinavia, Spain, France, Italy, Germany, and the Lloly Land) were added. 
Finally Tosino, who was himself an eager inquirer, desired to add a record of the new 
discoveries in progress during the past twelve or fifteen years, and he made the 
acquaintance of Johann Ruysch, who immediately supplied him with the World-map 
that was wanting. ‘lhe references made to this Ruysch by Marco Beneventano prove 
that he was a man of singular ability. What he was doing in Rome in 1507-8 we 
cannot guess, but he had evidently been a seaman in a Bristol ship (perhaps with the 
Cabots), and had had personal experience of the Transatlantic coasts. He seems to 
have justified his description by Marco as “the most skilful of the geographers, in my 
opinion, and the most careful in depicting the world ; whose aid I have had in 
compiling this treatise.” 

Some curious particulars are to be had from Marco’s text. He had seen maps 
drawn (in M38.) by Columbus the discoverer and Columbus the nepos; also an engraved 
mappa universalis produced in Venice by a certain unnamed Florentine, and he 
describes the mode of projection in which they were delineated, as well as that of his 
own Ruysch map. The unknown Florentine must have been Vespucci, although the 
map no longer exists to enlighten us, In the chapter on the Mundus Novus which 
“tum Columbus tum Lusitani observavere,” the Florentino is not mentioned, but the 
reference to a Portuguese voyage to 50 deg. south latitude proves that the text of 
Vespucci’s Lettera must have been known to Marco.

‘* Only by falsehood or mere boasting, has such excellence been ascribed to this land 
by the Bible and by Josephus, since experience shows it to be uncultivated, sterile, 
and lacking in all sweetness.’ In vain did Servetus protest that these words had 
appeared in the edition of 1525, ten years before his own reprint was published: he was 
burnt by Calvin’s friends for his impiety.

The voyage which led to the writing of this great work of imagination began on 
6 February; and the explorers reached Trinadad on the 22 March, which was 
not bad sailing. These dates must refer really to the year 1595, not 1596, as the 
narrative seems to cover a great deal of time, although it avoids dates except at the 
very beginning. 

Whatever may be thought of Raleigh’s bond fides, he planted El Dorado in English 
literature ; and this book is its monument.

No 
other means can procure him what he wants, since even if it were possible easily to get 
facsimiles of some of the other charts of the period, there is not one so full and so correct 
as this Ribero map of 1529. 

At the foot of the map the escutcheon of Pope Julius II (Rovere) is printed. 
To the left a shield quartering Rovere and Chigi. On the right the Chigi arms. 

As Alexander VII was a Chigi he probably gave the map to St. Peter.

No other copy is known, either in or out of Spain, of this valuable map, which was 
drawn on vellum by the hand of Santa Cruz in 1542, he being then the Cosmografo 
Mayor of the Royal Department of Charts at Seville. It is entitled “ Nova verior et 
integra totius orbis descriptio,” and bears the imperial arms of Charles V, to whom it 
is dedicated. It represents the world as two hemispheres, with the poles as centres, and 
is arranged in gores as though intended for the model of a globe. The American 
portion is undoubtedly that which constitutes the chief interest of the work, and its 
importance in that respect is heightened by the immense number of geographical 
names inscribed upon it. Although until recently quite unknown to modern scholars, 
this map is evidently the one referred to in the “ Diferencia de Libros” of Vanegas 
(printed in 1540), who described it on account of the new method of projection on which 
it was designed. The difference of date between 1540 and 1542 merely implies that 
Venegas had seen the draught plan two years before the work was finished in its exist- 
ing ornate condition by Santa Cruz. 

As one of the most valuable of the series of world-maps produced within half a 
century of the great discovery of Columbus, the work of Santa Cruz must be found 


indispensable for the use of students in this fine reproduction, the only form in which |

1493 of Vespucci’s letter to his patron Lorenzo di Pietro dei Medici. 

The text they contain was written probably in October or November 

1502, as we may judge from the statement that he had recently 

written about his return to Lisbon (Sept. 1502). Lorenzo di Pietro 
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had evidently wished for a full narrative of the voyage. Vespucci 
replies that the King held his papers, but he gives here a summary of 
the circumstances, mingled with references to his two voyages made 
in the Spanish service which preceded the one in question. There 
can hardly therefore be any doubt that he had gone twice to the New 
World, and returned, before he started on his third expedition in May 
1501.

Klena y la Santa Cruz) of the seventeenth century, in 

Mexican with Spanish translations. One document of remarkable interest is a 

beautifully written Mexican letter or protest addressed by the notables of Mexico, 

Tezcuco, étc. to Philip II. The blank space above the text on p. 1 is filled with a 

long account by one of the monks at whose request it had been prepared for 

transmission to the King, after passing through the hands of Miguel Navarro, 

Geronimo Mendieta, and Alonso de Molina, It failed to reach the monarch, and the 

kindly monk says bitterly “ Bien se colige de aqui como estos nuestros hijos son 

inayudables.””» A modern Spanish translation is added. There are further the 

two printed documents, of which one is a Proclamation in Mezxican and Spanish, 

signed F. S. Tepca, dated Toluca, Sept. 25, 1847, in which he calls upon the Indians to 

rise against the North American invader: a single sheet broadside. ‘‘ Nosotros estamos 
destinados a ser presa del infernal Yanquee.”

It should be remarked 
here that the imperfections, whatever they may be, are not of recent 
origin; the book seems to be now precisely as it was when Sahagun 
began to revise it and wrote the headings I now quote. 

On folio 91, the dominical sermons conclude with another note in 
Mexican in Father Sahagun’s handwriting, and signed by him; then 
succeeds a blank leaf, and on the following commences a ‘‘Sanctoral” on 
six leaves, the end wanting. This MS. is undoubtedly one of the most 
curious and interesting volumes in the Mexican language ever offered 
for sale. In his knowledge of the Aztec language and literature, 
Sahagun has probably never had an equal. The historical work which 
he wrote concerning the Mexican empire, and which has been published 
by Bustamente, brought down upon him the abuse of his fellows, both 
lay and clerical, for aiding, as they said, to perpetuate the idolatry of 
the nation.

It is 
probably identical with the single MS. of the work which is mentioned by Beristain as 
being in his time in the College of St. Gregory at Mexico, and which he seems to have 
considered the original, just as Ramirez believed this to be. This MS. is described by
